Hear the description of the spirit of God 
which is the same with the spirit of the king- 
dom, see Galatians 5: 22, and 23, But the © 
fruit of the Spirit is love, joy, peace, long suf- 
foring, gentleness, goodness, faith, ineekness, 
temperance: against such there is no law.“ 
Contrast this with what is quoted above, as 
also with the 19— 21, verses of this 5th chap- 
ter of Galatiansand yowhave the subject plain- 
inly before you.
